year-old layer of clay from Haiti. 
Experts said that if a giant meteor 
had hit the earth, its impact would 
have created pure glass particles 
like the ones that were found. 

One thing’s for sure: Dinosaurs 
disappeared because the 
environment changed. That’s a 
lesson for people to think about.

Some believe that folks of 
yore came up with the idea of 
dragons after they found 
dinosaur skeletons.
